City Commissioners Against 
County Split, TRA Lawsuit

In a double barrel action Tuesday, the 


City of Corsicana took its stand by,the 
side of the Trinity River Authority in the 
law suit against the TRA, and expressed 
its official opposition to any redistricting 
bill which would split Navarro County in 
two state representative districts. 


The City's action in adopting a 


Resolution petitioning the Legislative 
Redistricting 
Board to 
maintain 


Navarro County into one entity in any 
new representative district followed 
similar action by County Commissioners 
Court as of last Friday. 


As did the County's Resolution, the 


City's Resolution took cognizance that 
House Bill 783 creating an illogical 
boundary for Representative District 17 
whereby a portion of the west end'of the 
county would be affixed to that district, 
separating and dividing this county had 
been declared unconstitutional, and the 
task of drawing up new districts had 
been ordered of the Legislative 
Redistricting Board now at work on that 
court directed assignment. 


Adopted unanimously, the Resolution 


places Corsicana on record "opposing 
any move to split Navarro County in any 
representative district to be laid out in 
the area..." and simultaneously, 
petitions the redistricting board "to 
maintain the historical unity of Navarro 
County in any such district to be 
outlined." 


In moving adoption Commissioner P. 


D. Fullwood acknowledge "we need to 
lei the Legislative Redistricting Board 
know our feelings that we are united in 
.wanting the entire county kept in one 
district." 


Commissioners also were unanimous 


in adopting a resolution 
which 


authorizes and directs Corsicana's City 
Attorney Don Pevehouse to file a motion 
for leave to intervene" in Corsicana's 
behalf in the suit filed against the TRA 
seeking to halt construction of the 
Wallisville Project in Chambers County, 
now 50 per cent complete, and which 
seeks to halt permanently the Trinity 
river master plan project. 
' The resolution sets out "it is in the best 
interests of the City of Corsicana that it 
intervene in the said lawsuit (styled 
Sierra Club et al vs. Froehlke et al) in 
order to support the continuation of the 


Wallisville and Trinity River Projects. 


City Attorney Pevehouse informed the 


Commission the resolution had been 
submitted to Mayor Sue Youngblood by 
TRA Director Joe E. Butler of Corsicana 
as part of movement among cities up 
and down the river to join with the 
Authority in furthering the best 
in- 


terests of cities advocating development 
of the river by TRA and U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 


"I haven't read the pleadings in the 


case but apparently the TRA wants all 
the cities along the Trinity to join in this 
action," Pevehouse observed. 


Hospital To Reply 
To Schooler Suit

Members of the managing 


board of Memorial Hospital 
agreed to answer the suit filed by 
Dr. J. Frank Schooler and to hire 
Dean Davis of Austin as the at- 
torney in the case during a called 
meeting Tuesday night. 


Dr. Schooler filed the suit 


against the hospital because of 
the recent decision denying him 
use of the hospital's facilities. 
The decision came at the 
recommendation of a committee 
appointed by the board to study 
Dr. Schooler's background. 


The suit was filed in the United 


States District Court for the 
Northern District of Texas, 
Dallas division. 


The petition presented by the 


doctor states that the "plaintiff 


was deprived of protections 
under the Civil Rights Act of 1871, 
the fifth and fourteenth amend- 
ments of the Constitution, "due 
process of law and 
equal 


protection of laws of the United 
States by the procedure, in- 
vestigation, and hearing ad- 
ministered, granted and held by 
the defendant hospital and board 
of managers." 


Specifically, the petition lists 


the failure of the defendants to 
pass upon the plaintiff's ap- 
plication by use of objective 
standards only; passing the 
application without sufficient 
knowledge of the objections 
raised to his admission; and 
requiring the impermissible 
standard that the plaintiff be a 
member of the Medical Society of 
Navarro County or other medical 


society as a requirement for 
admission to the staff. 


Dr. Schooler is asking for a 


Writ of Mandamus requiring the 
hospital to admit him into 
practice and full use of all 
facilities; damages of $10,000; a 
new hearing by the board of 
managers with guidelines set by 
the 
court, 
an 
injunction 


preventing the hospital board 
from passing upon the ap- 
plication upon other than ob- 
jective factors, an injunction 
preventing the board from using 
subjective factors, an injunction 
keeping the defendants from 
using the membership in any 
medical society as a requirement 
for admission; and any other and 
furhter 
relief to which the 


plaintiff may show himself en- 
titled. 


Driver Charged with Negligence 


In College Parking Lot Incident 


The driver of a car which ran over a 


NJC student while backing up has been 
charged with aggravated assault with a 
motor vehicle and has posted $500 bond 
in the case, Police Chief Don Massey 
announced Wednesday. 
' Chief Massey said his investigation 
with college authorities showed Robert 
Lee Mitchell, 19, 804 E. 15th Ave., was 
negligent in the mishap in which a 
student Meewan Pantasuporn, 24, Girls 
Dorm No. 2, was overrun by the backing 
car and suffered a cracked pelvic bone 
and multiple abrasions. The mishap 
occurred on a campus parking lot Sept. 
27. 


Chief Massey said Miss Pantasuporn 


had told him the backing car hit her 
knocking her down, pulled forward and 


in backing up again hit her a second 
time. Chief Massey said this warranted 
filing an aggravated assault with a 
motor vehicle 
charge, 
and the 


negligence of the driver in not first 
ascertaining the way behind him was 
clear when he backed his car from a 
parking place constituted an aggravated 
assault with a vehicle. 


He said traffic regulations of the 


college 
further 
specifies 
that 


pedestrians have the right-of-way over 
cars at all times on campus property. 


Chief Massey filed the complaint with 


the district attorney's office which then 
transcribed into the court of Peace 
Justice W. H. Tipton with Mitchell 
posting $500 bond.

Housing Authority Raises Morals Question

The 
question of morals. of 


applicants for low rent housing 
came under discussion Tuesday 
afternoon 
during 
the 
first 


meeting of the fiscal year for the 
Housing Authority of the City of 
Corsicana. 


Ed W. Blackburn, executive 


director, brought up the subject 
of morals by mentioning that one 
tenant in the program is an un- 
wed mother with six children. He 
said she was receiving govern- 
ment help through aid to 
dependent children, and claimed 
to have no other source of in- 
come. 


He said that to his knowledge, 


the woman was not working. 


Board member Charles W. 


Croft answered the executive 
director's comment about her not 
working by saying it is obvious 
that caring for six children would 
not allow her time to work. 


Blackburn said what he wanted 


to know from the board is "do we 
continue to let those kind of 
people in here or not?" 


"If people like that don't get a 


place to live, you've got six 
criminals 
when 
they—the 


children—are 15 years old," Croft 
commented. He pointed out that 
the program was to 
help the 


disadvantaged and the children 
in families with questionable 
morals should not "just be 
thrown out" of their home. 


Blackburn then elaborated on 


his question, asking if it should be 
policy to show 
favoritism in 


providing housing for somebody 
working, whose morals are not so 
questionable, and who is in need 
of a house just as badly as the 
person 
with 
no 
job 
and 


questionable morals. 


Board member V. W. Sum- 


merall 
gave his opinion that 


housing should be provided on a 
first 
come-first 
serve 
basis, 


subject to requirements in the 
guidelines established for the 
project. 


When asked if the applicants 


were accepted on a first come- 
first serve basis, Blackburn said 
that due to the shortage in 
availability of residences he has 
been careful in making selec- 
tions. 


After further discussion, the 


matter was dropped and the 


subject of payment to the general 
contractor for construction of 
project Tex 33-3 at Northwest 
Apartments 
was brought up. 


Blackburn said $1,503,375 has 
been paid to date on the project 
which is 89.10 per cent complete. 
Approximated 
cost 
at 
the 


beginning of the project was 
$1,539,000, but added costs have 
increased that amount 


Another agenda item was a 


request by the Rev. David 
Williams of one of the local 
churches to purchase a used 
cooking range from the housing 
authority for the amount of $20. 
Board member Joe Burdett said 
the offer seemed reasonable and 
his motion to sell the range was 
approved. 


Also 
discussed 
was 
the 


feasibility of allowing one of the 
residences to be used 
as 


headquarters for Navarro County 
Home Demonstration Agent Mrs. 
Tressie L. Langston. The agent 
had planned to use the facility to 
provide cooking 
classes and 


other services for residents. 


After some discussion the 


item was tabled, but a telephone 
call from the Dallas regional 
office during the meeting gave 
indications that 
the agent's 


request will probably not be 
granted. Local board members 
also generally agreed that using 
a residence for an office would 
deprive some family of a home 
and would open the door for other 
agencies asking to use residences 
for offices. 


Corsicana Housing Authority 
Consists of 200 Apartments 


The Housing Authority of the City of Corsicana presently 


consists of 200 units in operation, according to Ed W. Black- 
burn, executive director of ,the program. 


He said the 114 units at Northwest Apartments, on Nor- 


thwest Avenue, include 16 one-bedrooms, 56 two-bedrooms, 
32 three-bedrooms, and 10 four-bedrooms. The 86 units at 
B]ast Side Apartments, at East 13th Street, include 16 one- 
bedrooms, 40 two-bedrooms, and 30 three-bedrooms. 


The authority opened these 200 units for occupancy in 1952 


and in 1992 the land and houses will belong to the City of 
Corsicana. The building projects cost $1,843,000, and bonds 
were sold at2V8 per cent. Each year the Housing Authority's 
fixed annual contribution is $69,590, and the Housing 
Authority usually makes around $13,000 above operating 
expenses. 


In 1970, according to Blackburn, the local Housing 


Authority was allowed to keep all profit and add to the 
previous reserve surplus of $31,500. The federal government 
paid the $69,590. 


A reserve surplus of $52,358.13 is kept by the local Authority 


as money to be used if the Authority does not make expenses. 
If any of this reserve is used, it is to be paid back the 
following year. 


Investments at present are $120,667.00 and this consists of 


reserved surplus funds, security deposits; advance amor- 
tization funds, money received from rents, development 
funds, etc. The First National Bank,of Corsicana is the Fiscal 
Agent, Blackburn commented. 


For the fiscal year of 1970, the Housing Authority paid the 


City of Corsicana and Corsicana Independent School District 
$7,562.82 in taxes. In arriving at this amount the Housing 
Authority pays in taxes 10 per cent of shelter rent, plus all 
charges and excess utilities less utility charges. Payments in 
lieu of taxes in the amount of $90,334.87 has been made to the 
City of Corsicana and Corsicana Independent School District 
from October 1, 1953 thru September 30, 1970. 


The rent is based on a tenant's estimated yearly income 


and it is adjusted upward or downward upon reexamination 
or during the year. If the tenant is paying more than 25 per 
cent of his income his rent is adjusted as defined in the Brook 
Amendment. 


The average rent at the first of October, 1970 was $40.11. 


The Housing Authority pays all the water, sewer and garbage 
fee and allows a certain amount of electricity and gas. Each 
house has an individual electric and gas meter, which are 
read every three months and the tenant is charged if any 
excess is used. The tenants in 1970 paid per month an 
average of $2.24 electric and an average of $0.87 for gas. 


We have ceiling rents that were approved effective 


December 1,1967, which is $50.00 for a one-bedroom apart- 
ment; $60.00 for a two-bedroom apartment and $65.00 for a 
three-bedroom apartment. There is no minimum rent since 
the Brook amendment went into effect March 24,1970. 


The requirements to live in the project is either a person 


has to be the family of a service man or veteran, 62 years of 
age or over, disabled, without or about to be without housing, 
be living in a sub-standard house or be financially unable to 
pay rent in a private house. Also, the tenant has to have less 
than $3,000.00 worth of assets. 


There is a day nursery at the East Side Apartments Office 


and Community Room, which opened in July, 1963, and they 
have an average attendance of 31 children per day. The 
Housing Authority charges $1.00 per year for the use of this 
room. 


Also, each Wednesday a religious organization called 


"Good News" holds classes for youngsters from 2 years of 
age thru sixth grade. The average attendance in 1969 was 190. 
children per meeting. 


Construction began August 27,1970 on Project TEX: 33-3 


and is due for completion December 24,1971, by Robert W. 
Payne Company. The original bid price of $1,539,000.00 plus 
estimated change orders of $38,679.00 for an approximate 
cost of $1^577,679.00 for construction of 110, one-bedroom units 
and enlarging and remodeling of Community Room, which is 
to be used for the elderly.

with no .extra amount for court 
costs.

payment of this extra $2.50 in 
court costs over and above the 
amount of the fine," Police Chief 
Don Massey said.

NEW YORK — (NEA) —

The soup—peach, borscht, 


vichyssoise, cream of chick- 
en, b l a c k bean—plus an 
apple Betty, c h o c o l a t e 
mousse or cheese and fresh 
fruit costs $2.25 and a glass 
of wine is exlra. 


"That's really not expen- 


sive when yoju consider I 
must pay $1.85 for a bad 
sandwich at a counter and 
leave a 30 cent tip," Jacques 
Pepin, super-soup chef for 
La Potagerie, stresses. 


La P o t a g e r i e owes its 


name to the French word 
for soup, "potage." It is one • 
of many restaurants open- 
ing in this city of millions 
who love to eat anything. It 
clearly represents the fu- 
ture of restaurants through- 
oul the country. La Potag- 
erie is highly specialized. 


Its owners, ranging in age 


from 35 to 45, all have res- 
la u r a n t backgrounds. Ac- 
cording to Artie Katz, a prin- 
cipal, "La P o t a g e r i e was 
built as a prototype. We 
spent more than ordinary." 
It cost $300,000-plus, in cash, 
for the first La Potagerie on 
Fifth A v e n u e near 46th 
Street where people line up 
each day. "The others can 
be done for $200,000," he 
says. Industrial d e s i g n e r 
George Nelson and Co. used 
imported terra cotta, glazed 
deep-blue tiles, untreated 
wood finishes and, as a spe- 
cial fillip, a real, flowing 
waterfall. 


"Our idea is to cater to 


the future. To provide the 
advantages of a cafeteria— 
all food is served from a 
counter on trays and taken 
to the table by a hostess— 
but do away with the disad- 
vantages." 


Katz feels all the outlay 


worth every $1,000. 


"Unlike so many quick- 


food chicken or barbecue 
take-out jo in ts, we don't 
plan to be all things to all 
people. If this place starts 
selling hamburgers, it won't 
do it with us around."

Rome is a world of extrav- 


agance, exuberance and ex- 
aggeration.

"But s e r v i c e in them is 
rather bumptuous. The suave 
Italian waiters are all work- 
ing in New York or London. 
So don't expect smooth serv- 
ice. The Romans don't. Yet 
they eat well," she says.

is around 1:30. Dinner at 9:30 
or later.

night snack. Pizza is the fa- 
vorite. Good pizzas are made 
with a wafer thin base. 


"Good Roman pasta is one 


of the most comforting things 
in the world. But it should 
be made fresh e v e r y d a y , 
preferrably by mama in the 
kitc'hen. 


"Ravioli stuffed with spin- 


ach and ricotto cheese is 
considered the most delicate 
form. And I'll tell you some- 
thing—pasta, in w h a t e v e r

- form, never tastes as good 


out of Italy," insists this 
frequent contributor to Gour- 


met magazine. 


Rome loves lamb. 


"But in recent years, the 


T-bone steaks from Florence 
have g r o w n in popularity 
with Romans," reports Miss 
Barry. "Fresh peas appear 
on almost every menu. They 
are exceptionally sweet and 
harvested several times a 
year. A dish of these fresh 
peas plus a few bits of ham 
b e c o m e s a gastronomical 
delight." 


Artichokes grow furiously 


around the Roman country- 
side. And Italian cooks know 
how to serve them. 


"Wine served in open ca- 


rafes is called vino scelto. I 
think in most cases it is the 
most desirable and inexpen- 
sive. The white wine gener- 
ally comes from n e a r b y 
Frascati. There is an excel- 
lent red wine from Gralti- 
nara." 


Americans are great cof- 


fee drinkers. But the Italians 
outdo them in their passion 
for the drink. Romans want 
it s t r o n g and very black, 
their beloved espresso. 


"About restaurants—well, 


originally the trattoria was 
a s i m p l e place, like the 
French bistro. The ristorante 
was on a classier level. In 
recent years, however, the 
c a t e g o r i e s have become 
mixed. Sometimes the mod- 
ern trattoria is more expen- 
sive and attracts a more 
fashionable crowd. But they 
do have this in common—- 
both p r o v i d e you with a 
damp table napkin, a sign of 
Rome," she concludes.

mothers learn to two day care 
nurseries, both aided by the 
United Fund.

An average of 33 children are 


cared for daily in the East Side 
Housing Project Day Care Center 
while an average of 45 are cared 
for daily in the cottage on W. 
Collins. 


A highlight of the centers are 


hot lunches and breakfasts, plus 
afternoon snacks. 


Children begin to arrive about 


7:15 or 7:30 a.m. and from then on. 
the day is subdivided into times 
for play, rest, 'and eating. 


Children have access to books, 


crayons, and other toys. Staff 


members read them stories and 
dramatize for them. 


Before lunch, the children 


enjoy music and marching and 
other musical games. 


Children serve themselves 


during lunch and are taught to 
take their things back to the 
kitchen when they are finished. 


Naps follow the noon meal, as 


well as mid-afternoon snacks. 


Children also get to play out- 


door games in fenced-in yards. 


Both centers take children ages 


2% to six years. 


In 
1970, 85 
children 


representing 78 families were 
cared for, and a monthly average 
of 1,080 hot breakfasts and lun- 
ches were served. 
There are four full-time em- 


ployees at the East Side Project, 
including Mrs. Alice Bean, Mrs.

STREETMAN-As Monte Cole 


explains it, the greatest en- 
dorsement he's had thus far of 
Young's Country Kitchen—of 
which he is manager and a co- 
owner—came from a traveling 
salesman who stopped in one day 
shortly after the restaurant had 
opened for business. 


"In 
all these years of 


traveling," the salesman told 
Cole, "that's the best food I've 
had at a highway restaurant." 


Cole may have winced a bit at 


having his establishment labeled 
a "highway restaurant"-"We're 
trying to avoid that interstate- 
type of classification," he says— 
but such enthusiasm is always 
welcome, particularly when it's 
in regard to one's "dream-come- 
true."

(At the 
time both were involved in 
restaurants in Dallas where they 
have made their homes for 
several years.) That Cole was 
more 
than skeptical can be 


measured by his reaction to the 
business the restaurant has 
enjoyed since it was opened. 


"It's been amazing to me," he 


says. "I couldn't believe that 
people would drive the distances 
many of them have to just to get 
here, but that's what they're 
doing. Doris kept telling me that 
people in this area have always 
done this. We're beginning to see 
many of the same faces, people 
who are becoming regulars." 


Making the already obvious 


success of their restaurant all the 
more pleasant to the pair is the 
fact 
that it represents 
a 


homecoming for them. They 
were born and raised in the 
Young community just north of 
Fairfield where

130 people and a private dining

In the area adjoining the dining 


room are shelves of top-quality 
home-canned vegetables, jams 
and preserves. Smoked meats of 
several varieties may be ordered 
at a counter also located there. 


The heart .of the matter is, of 


course, food and at Young's that 
means steaks. All cuts are top- 
choice, grain-fed heavy beef, 
Cole says with some pride, and if
